GROW GORGEOUS DAHLIAS 
FROM SEED IN 12 WEEKS 


W TH proper culture dahlias 
have been known to bloom 
in 12 weeks from planting the 
seed. This is almost as soon as 
they would bloom from tubers. 
Because they continue blooming 
satisfactorily throughout the sea¬ 
son, and because of the great 
variety of bloom that may 
produced, growing dahlias 
seed is becoming quite a hobby 
with the home gardener. 

Prepare a good soil using about 
and one-half loam 


be 
from 


one-half soil 

or peat moss. Fill the flats I A. L. A. ACTIVITIES 


boxes, firm the soil and sow the 
seeds one in a place and about 
50 to a flat. Cover about one- 
eighth inch with leaf mold or a 
similar mulching material. Keep 
thoroughly moist until the seeds 
have all germinated. Some of 
them may require a considerable 
time to sprout, therefore the seed 
bed should not be disturbed for 
several weeks. 

Seedling dahlias should not be 
checked in their growth. Keep 
them well watered and growing 
continuously for satisfactory re- 

suits. 

Dahlias do not come "true" 
from seed. That is, they should 
not be expected to produce all 
flowers like the parent plant. 
Named dahlia introductions are 
produced from seeds, and since 
some are better parent plants 
than others, it is well to seek 
& dependable source for seed. 
Dahlias require considerable 
water throughout their growing 
season and to produce large 


flowers it is well to pinch the 
tops when the plants are about 
five or six inches high. This in¬ 
duces branching near the ground. 
Later when there are buds at 
the terminals, two should be re¬ 
moved, leaving only one, usually 
the center one. Branches should 
also be removed as they appear 
at the first three or four joints 
below the flower. This produces 
a large flower which may be cut 
with a long stem, and it en¬ 
courages the plant to produce 
other long-stemmed branches 
which may be similarly treated.

"No one relishes the thought of 
surplus control and elimination as 
a permanent program and it is 
not to be expected that it will 
be required each year, but when 
it is required to put supply and 
demand in balance for tne good of 
all concerned, then the industry 
which is well organized with 
strong cooperatives is fortunate 
indeed, for its task will be easier 
and its results more certain," said 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man¬ 
ager, California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, addressing the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of Cooperation, at 
Madison, Wis., on Wednesday. 

"In the citrus industry the 
need of control during surplus 
conditions is generally known 
and appreciated,” he said. "The 
weakness of voluntary agree¬ 
ments and the demoralizing effect 
of uncontrolled minorities are 
also well known from experience. 
It was but a natural step, there¬ 
fore, when the facilities of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act be¬ 
came available from the growers 
to turn to this as a much needed 
authority and to request the cit¬ 
rus marketing agreements which 
are now in effect in all citrus 
producing states. 

“With agricultural industries 
which are already well organized 
on a cooperative basis much of 
the information needed for prac¬ 
tical operation of these agree¬ 
ments is at hand and what is 
even more important, the desire 
and will to cooperate in a sound 
industry program is there, too."

Black or 'Merry Widow" spi¬ 
ders, reported to be uncommonly 
plentiful about Sierra Madre this 
year, have become so numerous 
generally that the State health 
department issued a warning 
bulletin this week, telling how to 
distinguish this dangerous insect 
how to control it and how to 
treat her bite. 

The so-called black widow, the 
bite of which causes serious and 
often fatal illness, may be identi¬ 
fied by shiny black body and the 
bright red or yellow patch which 
may be shaped like an hour glass. 
The body of the female, which 
does the biting, is often half an 
inch in length and stretch over 
a spread of as much as two 
inches. 

"This spider builds its web in 
dimly lighted places, generally in 
old toilets, garages and other out¬ 
buildings. Its rough, coarse ir¬ 
regular web is found under floors, 
in corners, between rafters,” the 
department bulletin said.

In explaining the effects of a 
black widow spider bite, it was 
pointed out that acute pain de- 
velopes in the region of the sur¬ 
face bitten, spreading to other 
parts of the body. In addition to 
the pain, “there is generally 
writhing, muscle contraction, dif¬ 
ficult breathing, nausea and ex¬ 
treme rigidity of the abdomen. 

“In the case of spider bite, 
there should be no delay in call¬ 
ing a physician,” the department 
warned.
